pratch and left half dead at the. foot of 
tt basement stair near the corner of 
Sacramento and Davis streets. He was 
found by "William Gaffney, a special 
policeman, who escorted him to the Har- 
bor Police Station, where Sanders re- 
ported his experience. 
After having 


bis injuries dressed he gave a more de- 
tailed statement of' the affair. 


"I came from Oakland this evening 


after business hours" said he, "too buy 
a. wedding ring." I came from the East 
not very long ago and I am not familiar 
•with the streets in this city. 
I was 


walking up Sacramento street when I 
met two heavily built men, each weigh- 
ing probably 180 pounds. They 
ap- 


peared to be intoxicated, both reeling, 
and I gave them the greater part of 
the sidewalk, which is not wide there. 
Just, as they were opposite me they 
grabbed me and one of them said: 


"'Shell out, and be 
quick about 


tt, too.' 


"I started to put up the best fight 


I could and got this clout over the 
head. I don't know what hit me, but 
it hurt and cut, although it did not 
put me down. 
I continued to fight, 


but my eyes got full of blood and I 
took one of the thugs down with me. 
The one at the top of the steps said: 


" 'Cut his 
throat if he don't give 


up!' and the next Instant I felt a sen- 


usation as of something hot being drawn 
across my throat, and felt blood run- 
ning down my chest. Then they began 
kicking me about the head, and they 
must have kicked me at least twenty 
times before I lost consciousness.

He leates a wife and six children, of 


which Maria Enos, the contestant, is the 
second daughter. 
His wife, Philomena 


Silvu, Is his second wife, the mother of 
his children Kaving* died years ago. 


In tne document 
filed 
by Attorneys 


Harris & Donnhue for Mrs. Enos todaj , 
it says that: 


"Frank Silva de- red to contract a mar- 
riage with one M'Hano Lopez, his niece, 
to which this contestant objected. 
He 
ascertaining that under the laws of Cal- 
ifornia it was impossible to legally con- 
sumate this marriage with his niece, but 
nevertheless took her to his home near 
Pleasanton, where his minor children re- 
sided 


"This contestant <3id not deem it proper 


or right or having- a good influence upon 
her youngei sisters for Mariano Lopez to 
be in their home, and she requeFted her 
father to dismiss her, at which he be- 
came very much offended. 


"By reason of this he gave her such a 
portion of his estate as would be of no 
use or benefit to her, and located in such 
a position that no one of sane and dis- 
posing mind would have given the same 
as a single bequest under the conditions 
existing." 
In order to prove by the document itself 
thoiiit is the product of a deranged mind, 
she points out the following paragraph in 
his will: 
"I direct that at the expiration of the 
term of fifty years from my death that 
my property in the town of Livermore be 
given to the town to be used as a puouc 
nark, so that it may be known tnat a 
Portuguese citizen takes an interest in 
his country." 
This lot, she says, "is 50x100 feet, situ- 


ated in the business section and main 
street of the town and hardly of suffi- 
cient si_ze to accommodate one tree of 
California growth, and 
furthermore it 
was not until a lapse of fifty years that 
It was to get It." 
In another paragraph Silva directs tlist 
his executors shall pay the Roman Cath- 
olic Church $10 a month for masses to 
be said for the repose of the souls of 
himself and his wife, the masses, how- 
ever, not to be said until twenty years 
after his death. And he made no provis- 
ion for the spiritual welfare of himself or 
wife for the first twenty yecirs after his 
death.

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The Defilement of the Bay 


^ The fisheries of San Francisco bay are being destroyed by oil, 


which is allowed to escape into the water from the many/steam craft 
using crude oil for fuel 
and the manufactories along- the shore 


around the bay. Why is it that the Fish Commissioners make 
no 


protest? 
Why is no voice raised to protest against the wholesale 


destruction of valuable fish life in these waters? The wastage of oil 
into the bay is easily prevented, but no one seems to take any notice 
of it.^ Not only does it kill the fish, but it creates a foul and evil- 
smelling- scum on the surface of the water that is exceedingly un- 
pleasant. This scum drifts into the bathing coves and fastens itself on 
the sides of boats. 
Great patches of it are seen floating in Oakland 


harbor, whence it comes with the tide into Lake Merritt. The quan- 
tity of waste oii on the surface of San Francisco bay and its tidal 
tributaries increases year by >ear and unless some measures are adopt- 
ed to stop the flow into the waters of the bay they will soon be barren of 
food fish and hopelessly polluted. This is a matter of no small concern. 
The preservation of the bay fisheries is of deep interest to all residents 
of the bay district, for their destruction means an increased cost m 
living, while the pollution of the waters of the bay renders the shores 
much less attractive as a place of residence. 
It is strange, therefore, 


that the press and the authorities remain silent while the bay is being 
spoiled by being made a depositor}' for oil refuse. 
If the law affords 


no remedy for the continued defilement of the bay the next Legisla- 
ture should enact the legislation required to arm the authorities with 
the power to compel a cessation of the abuse. 


It does not seem to have occurred to anybody to connect the 


strange epidemic at Tonopah with the quality of the whisky sold there.

TELLS OF GIRL'S LIFE IN 


FRENCH CONVENT. 


University Professor Delivers No-- 


table Lecture, Regarding 


Culture in Paris. 


BERKELEY, April 19.—Life as it is 


enjoyed or 
ordered 
"by a 
wealthy 


French g!rl in a Paris ccnvent was 
the theme yesterday afternoon at the 
University of a deeply interesting- lec- 
ture by M. Robert Dupouey of the 
French department, who is a Parisian, 
and thoroughly informed upon Pa- 
risian topics. The lecture, which was 
delivered in French, attracted a great 
audience to the hall in the Students' 
Observatory. 


M. Dupouey spoke in part as fol- 


lows: 
"At the time when the long war be- 


tween church and state in France is 
ending by the victory of the state, it 
may be interesting to put Catholic 
education opposite to state education. 
by two contrasting examples. 
There- 


fore, 
the 
lecturer 
proposes today 


painting the education of a girl in 
a stylish convent of Paris; and next 
Thursday, he will describe the studies 
of another girl in one of 
the laic 


lyce'es. 


"Mademoiselle Simone is the imag- 
inary name of an authentic girl, who 
Is really living in Paris. Her grand- 
parents, whose ancestors were driving 
the plough in their small estate, sit- 
na4£d to a remote part of the prov- 
ince, -became 
suddenly millionaires, 


'by a lucky series of rich inheritance; 
consequently, the father 
of Simone 


married a girl of a higher social rank 
as his own, and, having removed his 
home to Paris, endeavored to become 
acquainted with the most aristocratic 
society of that 'city. 
His obstinacy, 


and his wealth, and the cleverness of 
his -wife, helped him 
in 
succeeding 
partially. .But. he is even now feeling 
soTTie conriespendence in the attitude 
of his new friends. He is with them; 
but he is not yet ,he will never be, one 
of them. 
"By sending their daughter to the 


most stylish and aristocratic convent 
of 'Paris, the so-called Curs de 1'As.- 
somption, situated 6. Luteck street, the 
parents had .for their sole object to 
give her 'the company and friendship 
of the girls of the nobliest families, 
to deface, in her mind and soul, all 


traces of her plebeian origin, and thus 
to facilitate the means of her being 
completely, and without any restraint, 
accepted by the best aristocracy 
of 
France. 
s 
•, 


"In fact, the convent took hold'of 


Simone, so skillfully and actively, that 
now she is quite bent and trained to 
her future role of an artistocratic lady. 
The convent supplied her 
with the 


accomplishments necessarv to a per- 
son belonging to the nobility. First, 
the school has rarined, as it were, 
humanity all around 'Simone, by al- 
lowing her no other companions, no 
other friends, than Hie' girls of the 
young men of the highest.social cast. 
Secondly, it has taught her, .in scien- 
ces, literature, art, or ethics, only that 
which she will have opportunity 
of 


using in her worldly life, in the con- 
versations of the salons. Thirdly, it 
has presented'religion -tc; her chiefly as 
a society enterprise, as a fashionable 
and stylish .occupation, 
destined to 


binding more 
closely 
together 
the 


people of the same 
condition. 
At 
last, the school has shaped and polish- 
ed the political opinions of .Simone. so 
as to make them -the perfect mirror of 
aristocratic 
anti-republicanism 
and 


royalism. by representing such opin- 
ions to her as indissolubly associated 
with a well understood religion. 


Mr. Robert Dupouey then gave a 


circumstantial account of all 
those 


points, showing, by many instances, 
tha-t the convent provides Simone with 
a superficial knowledge of all sorts of 
things, so that she 
will never stop 


quite short in any talk or about any 
subject, and also that sometimes the 
school impresses on 
the 
mind 
of 


Simone some prejudices and some er- 
rors, because these are the prejudices 
and errors of the world in which she is 
to live. 
In short he said, the convent has 


made Simone a society woman more 
than a woman, in the broad sense of 
the word. She-will be distinguished 
and bright; she will know how to talk, 
how to smile, how to 
dress. Maybe 


she will not know how to live. The 
laic lyce'es give the girls a stronger, 
a more humane education. It will be 
the subject of the next lecture.

BUNKERS 


IN COURT 


Hears the Opening State- 


ment of Prosecutor 


Seymour, 


•SACRAMENTO, April 19.—The .trial 


of former State Senator Harry Bunk- 
ers is progressing here today. 
The.first sign of a "tilt" between 
lawyers .in _the Bunkers case occurred 
when Attorney Harry Morehouse ask- 
ed the. Court to_ instruct the-District 
Attorney not .to refer to the state- 
ments he might make in his opening 
statement as facts. Seymour showed 
by. his . rising- color' that he resented 
the imputation,, but. before he had a 
chance to reply Judge Hart replied 
that District Attorney Seymour had 
made 
numerous opening statements 


before juries, and that he needed no 
instructions as to his manner of doing 
so, and throughout the statement made 
by Seymour he emphasized for More- 
house's benefit his oft repeated words, 
"We expect to prove." 


District Attorney Seymour said the 


prosecution expected to prove 
that 


the defendant, Bunkers,-was a mem- 
ber of the State Senate from San 
Francisco- at the time the alleged of- 
fense was committed, and that he was 
a member of and chairman of one of 
the standing committees of the Sen- 
ate, 
the Committee on Commissions 


and Retrenchments; that the commit- 
tee had undertaken to Investigate the 
business and affairs of certain build- 
ing ana loan associations, ana partic- 
ularly 
those doing /business in San 


Francisco, and among them the Conti- 
nental, the Renters and others; that on 
the 21st day of January, .1905, an un- 
derstanding, 
agreement, 
conspiracy 


was entered into b&tween the defend- 
ant, Blinkers, and Joseph Jordan for 
the purpose of extorting money from 
the building ana loan associations. 


He expected to show, he said, that 


on Sa turd-ay, January 21st, Bunkers 
ana'. Jordan went to • San Francisco, 
and that on the ferry-boat they had a 
conversation in the .course of which 
the 
nefiirlous agreement was made; 


that Jordan asked Bunkers, chairman 
.of the Committee on Commissions and 
Retrenchment, if the committee was 
going to investigate., the Continental 
Association, 
ana.that six subpoenas 


had or were to be issued to it - and 
other 
associations, Wiid-to Clarence 


Grange, secretary and manager of the 
Phoenix Building .and. Loan Associ- 


The'District Attorney said he expected 
to show that at the request of Jordan, 
Bunkers agreed 
to withhold the sub- 
poenas against the Phoenix Association 
until he (Jordan) 
could 
see Clarence 
Grange; that Bunkers agreed with Jor- 
dan to continue the investigation until 
the next Tuesday or Wednesday, 
the 
original iflea having been to hold it Mon- 
day night. Seymour said he expected to 
prove that on Saturday, January 21st, 
the conspiracy was entered into, and that 
the next day Jordan, in pursuance of the 
agreement with Bunkers, visited Clarence 
Grange at his residence in San Francisco 
and said to him: "Hell's popping in Sac- 
ramento. Six subpoenas are out and they 
are going after the big- four." 
He proposed to s-how that Grange at 
first refused to "do business" with the 
committee, and that so far as he "was 
concerned "Nothing was doing." but final- 
ly and for the purpose of laying a trap for 
the Senators in case they were out to get 
money from the association, he consent- 
ed'to'lay the matter before the managers 
of the other associations and suggested 
that Jordan get a definite 
proposition 
from the Senators. He proposed to show 
that Jordan promised to see Bunkers and 
French • and return the next day. and 
that he did so return and said the Sen- 
ators wanted a definite proposition from 
Grange.' but that Grange demurred and 
insisted upon . something .definite from 
the Senators. He expected to show that 
Jordan told. Grange that three associa- 
tions could get in easy, but that it would 
take big money. $10.000, to include the 
Continental. He would show that Jordan 
saw Bunkers and French and returned to 
Grange at 6 p. m. and told him that the 
three associations could, be "fixed" for 
$2000. but that each of the-four Senators 
wanted $2500 to "fix" the Continental. 
The District'Attorney said, he expected 
to show how arrangements were finally 
made; 
how the 
money finally agreed 


upon, the Continental declining to. have 
anything- to do with the business. $1500. 
was given by Grange to.a man indicated 
by Gavin McNab and who turned out to 
be Moses Hines. who. in turn gave the 
money to Fremont Older, editor of. the 
San Francisco Bulletin, who replaced the 
money with other bills,, gave them to 
Hines, who gave the packages—five in. 
number—Lo 
another man indicated by! 


McNab. George. Tichenor, who brought it 
to Sacramento and finally gave it to Jor- 
dan, together with another $100 that Jor- 
dan dnmanded as his commission for en- 
girveering the deal. 


Finally he said he expected, to prove 
that Tichenor saw Jordan pass the money 
to Bunkers, who had promised to give 
the other Senators their share, and when 
he should have proved all that he ex- 
pected to prove, he asked the jurors to 
bring, in a verdict of guilty.
